ELECTRIC 
FORCE IN 


Developed in Lung* and Hearts, Says 


San Francisco Scientist. 


The brain as an electric motor is 


the theme of Dr. Albert B. Atkins of 
San Francisco's preachments. He says 
that he has proved by experiment 
made on a steer that brain action is 
an electrical phenomenon. His appa- 
ratus consisted of two platinum elec- 
trodes connected with a long copper 
wire running to extremely sensitive 
galvanometers. 
The electrodes were 


inserted in two lobes of the brain of 
a living steer. 
After the flrst qu ver 


caused by the Insertion of the plati- 
num points the animal lay quiet and 
yet the needle of the 
galvanometer 


was deflected four points on the scale 
and remained so for nearly six min- 
utes. 
Upon further 
action by 
the 


operators immediately ^e needle de- 
flected nineteen points In the same 
direction.' Then the needle gradually 
returned:-to the normal position, ur. 
Atkins' has previously demonstrated 
that electric force is developed in the 
lungs and hearts of animals, and he 
argues that the mysteries of gravita- 
tion ,can be solved only by attribut- 
ing It to electrical action.

est advance. It is far more complicat- 
ed than any of Its distinguished an- 
cestors,' principally because it aims

STEALS REVOLVER FROM CHIEF 


Turns Weapon on That Official, Flees 


to Room Where He Barricades Him- 
self and Slays Three Men Besides 
Wounding Ten Others. 


Tammcrsfors, Finland, March 2.— 


Two ot the bandits who atolo $37,600 
from the Russian state bank at Hei- 
singtors Monday night, after killing 
tho watchman, were driven to bay 
here Thursday, ono of them captured 
at once, and the other after ho had 
killed four policemen and wounded 
nine others. 
For more than four hours this man, 


who Is a powerful blacksmith, defied 
tho entire police force and created a 
scene of terror in the heart of the 
city. Hl«. capture, achieved only after 
his ammunition was exhausted and 
his only weapon left was a knife, 
averted an uprising of the citizens 
who had boon inflamed by the dram- 
atic Incidents of the day. 


Tho two bandits were discovered 


hero early Thursday and captuijed and 
disarmed by a ruse. After their cap- 
ture the men -were taken to the town 
hall for examination by Chief 
of

While the examination was proceed- 


ing In presence of police officials the 
blacksmith suddenly snatched a re- 
volver 
from 
Chief Balushin's _belt; 


Before

chief of police, fled upstairs, and bar- 
ricaded himself in n room command- 
ing the stairs and lobby and the 
street outside. 
' News of tho murder of the chief of 
police attracted a crowd to the street. 
From a window the blacksmith har- 
angued the mob, which quickly In- 
creased to thousands. 
In a violent 


speech ho declared- that he was a 
member of a revolutionary commit- 
tee, and said the robbery of tho Rus- 
sian state bank at Helsingfors bad 
boon committed to get funds for the 
revolutionary movement. 
He called 


upon the people to attack the police 
In order to effect his escape with the 
money. 


While the bandit was yelling at the 


crowd In tho street policemen made 
their way to the windows of houses on 
tho opposite aide of the street and 
opened fire on tho bandit. 


Murders Three More Men. 


With the revolver stolen from Balu- 


ahln the bandit answered the fire, and 
showed that

marksman. One after the other three 
of tho policemen dropped. Two of 
them were killed, while the third was 
seriously wounded.

men the bandit continued his address 
to tho crowd, which by this time had 
been worked up to a pitch of, the 
greatest excitement.

i JAPAN TO PAY DEBTS QUICKLY. 


Arrangements Made for Liquidation in 


Short Time. 


Some recent critics of Japan's finan- 


cial admlnlatratloa will have tx) revise 
their comments and complaints. They 
were saying that the Toklo govern- 
ment was malting too small an ap- 
propriation for the sinking fund, and 
was planning to let its debts, and es- 
pecially its Russian war debt, run too 
far into the Indefinite future. It would 


I seem pardonable in Japan considering 
' her comparative lack of wealth. If she 
' did decide to let the burden of Indebt- 
edness remain for gradual discharge 
through future years. But it seems 
now that such Is not to be the case. 
The war debts, which amount to more 
than 1900,000,000. are all to be paid 
oft In thirty-three years, while 
the 


domestic Indebtedness, amounting to 
187 500.000, Is to be entirely discharg- 
ed In thirty-six years. This program 
of Japan's must be regarded as un- 
commonly ambitious and as marking 
something like a new era In national 
finance. That this debt-paying pro- 
gram will be fulfilled is confidently 
to bo expected. Japan has long had 
the habit-of paying her debts, not 
merely on time, but often ahead oi 
time.—New York Tribune.

United States land man who made an

ELECTRIC 
FORCE IN 
ANIMALS. 


Developed In Lungs and Hearts, Say* 


San Francisco Scientist. 


The brain as an electric motor is 


the theme of Dr. Albert B. Atkins of 
San Francisco's preachments. He says 
that he has proved by experiment 
made on a steer that brain action Is 
an electiical phenomenon. His appa- 
ratus consisted of two platinum elec- 
trodes connected with a long copper 
wire running to extremely sensitive 
galvanometeis. The electrodes were 
Inserted In two lobas of the brain of 
a living steer. 
After the fltst quiver 


caused by the insertion of the plati- 
num points the animal lay quiet and 
yet the needle of the 
galvanometer 


was deflected four points on the scale 
and remained so for nearly six min- 
utes. Upon further 
action by 
the 


qperators immediately V"'e needle de- 
flected nineteen points In the same 
direction.' Then the needle gradually 
returned to the normal position. Dr 
Atkins has previously demonstrated 
that electric force is developed In the 
lungs and hearts of animals, and he 
argues that the mysteries of gravita- 
tion ,can be solved only by attribut- 
ing It to electrical action.

Some recent critics of Japan's finan- 


cial administration will have to revise 
their comments and complaints. They 
were sajlug that tho Toklo govern- 
ment waa making too small an an- 
pioprlatlon for the sinking fund, and 
was planning to let Its debts, and es- 
pecially Its Russian war debt, run too 
fai Into the Indefinite futuie. It would 
seem pardonable In Japan considering 
her comparative lack of wealth, If she 
did decide to let the burden of indebt- 
edness remain for gradual discharge 
through future years. 
But It seenis 


now that such Is not to be the case. 
The war debts, which amount to more 
than $900,000,000, are all to be paid 
off in thirty-three years, while 
the 


domestic Indebtedness, amounting to 
$87,500,000, la to be entirely discharg- 
ed In thirty-six years. This program 
of Japan's must be regarded ns un- 
commonly ambitious and as marking 
something like a new era In national 
finance. That this debt-paying pro- 
gram will be fulfilled is confidently 
to bo expected Japan has long had 
the habit, "of pay'lng her debts, not 
merely on time, but often ahead of 
time.—New York Tilbuno.
